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An  assessment  of  student  performance  in  relation  to  expected  goals  is  a  requirement  of  all 
ESEA  Title  III  applications.  Applications  for  innovative  programs  to  meet  identified  needs  are 
now  being  solicited.

*    For  New  Applications 


Approximately  $350,000  is 
currently  available  for  new  ESEA 
Title  III  projects  in  Montana  accor- 
ding to  Harley  Ruff,  Title  III  Super- 
visor in  Superintendent  Colburg's 
office.  In  order  to  become  eligible 
for  Title  III  funds,  applicants  must 
provide  evidence  that  their 
programs  are  innovative  or  ex- 
emplary for  Montana,  provide  a 
solution  to  a  critical  statewide  need 
and  are  capable  of  being 
adopted/adapted  by  other  districts 
having  similar  problems. 
Applications  should  address  the 
Goals  for  Education  listed  on  page 2 
and  priority  will  be  given  to  those 
applications  which  are  designed  to 
achieve  any  of  the  first  five  goals. 

Although  applications  for  projects 
are  due  February  28, 1975,  the  mon- 
ey will  be  used  to  fund  projects 
scheduled  for  operation  during  the 
1975-76  school  year.  Therefore,  pro- 
jects will  be  approved  by  May  1975 
and  successful  applicants  will  have 
the  entire  summer  to  train  staff, 
prepare  instructional  material  and 
complete  all  physical  arrangements 


for  operation  of  the  program. 

Prospective  applicants  are  urged 
to  submit  Letters  of  Intent  to  the 
state  office  on  or  before  November 
8,  1974.  The  Letter  of  Intent  should 
include  (1)  evidence  of  a  local  and 
statewide  need  for  the  proposed 
project,  (2)  the  educational  goals  of 
the  proposed  project,  (3)  examples 
of  learner-oriented  objectives  to  be 
used  in  determining  student 
progress  in  achieving  the  project 
goals,  (4)  a  brief  description  of  the 
project  activities  that  will  facilitiate 
achieving  the  stated  goals,  (5)  the 
evaluation  techniques  to  be  used  to 
determine  program  success  and  (6) 
an  estimate  of  the  funds  required  for 
one  year's  operation  of  the  project.

New  Directions 
For  Innovation 

Recent  educational  legislation 
enacted  by  the  93rd  Congress  and 
signed  by  President  Ford  on  August 
21,  1974  could  very  well  change  the 
present  federal  role  as  it  relates  to 
the  support  of  innovative  practices 
in  the  nation's  schools.  The  new  law, 
Public  Law  93-380,  "to  extend  the 
Elementary  and  Secondary  Educa- 
tion Act  of  1965  .  .  ."  represents  an 
intention  on  the  part  of  Congress  to 
consolidate  a  number  of  present 
categorical  programs  in  order  to 
streamline  the  administration  of 
federal  programs  at  both  the  state 
and  local  levels. 

The  consolidation  to  be  im- 
plemented over  the  next  two  years 
will  remove  categorical 
specifications  for  programs  by 
"pooling"  formerly  earmarked  funds 
into  two  block  grants.  The  first  block 
grant,  "Libraries  and  Learning 
Resources"  (Part  B  of  Title  IV)  com- 
bines within  a  single  authorization 
the  School  Library  Program  (ESEA 
Title  II),  the  School  Equipment 
Program  (National  Defense  Educa- 
tion Act  of  1958,  Title  III)  and 
Guidance,  Counseling  and  Testing 
(part  of  ESEA  Title  III). 

The  second  grant,  "Educational 
Innovation  and  Support"  (Part  C  of 
Title  IV),  combines  Supplementary 
Educational  Centers  and  Services 
(ESEA  Title  III),  Nutrition  and  Health 
(ESEA  Sec.  807),  Dropout  Preven- 
tion (ESEA  Sec.  808)  and 
Strengthening  State  and  Local 
Education  Agencies  (ESEA  Title  V). 

The  intention  of  consolidation  is 
to  combine  the  funds  from  eight 
separate  categorical  programs  into 
two  block  grants  that  go  directly  to 
the  states.  A  new  state  advisory 
council  for  Title  IV  (Parts  B  and  C)  is 
to  be  established  and  Title  III  ad- 
visory councils  are  deleted.

Individual  consultations  with  applicants  will  be  arranged  following  the 
proposal  writing  workshops.  Persons  from  the  Title  III  and  Research  and 
Planning  staffs  will  assist  applicants  in  establishing  valid  needs 
assessments,  program  objectives  and  evaluation  designs. 

Montanans'  Goal  for  Education 

The  following  Goals  for  Education  are  intended  to  provide  a  focus  for 
ESEA  Title  1 1 1  appl  ications  during  fiscal  year  1 975.  The  goals  are  a  result  of  a 
needs  assessment  project  begun  by  Superintendent  Colburg  and  herstaff  in 
1972.  The  initial  goal  statements  were  developed  by  a  panel  of  56  persons 
representing  organizations  interested  in  education.  The  fifteen  statements 
were  compiled  from  the  results  of  a  survey  sent  to  6,872  Montanans  and 
were  accepted  by  Superintendent  Colburg  in  August,  1973  as  representing  a 
basis  for  continuing  educational  needs  assessment  and  for  measuring 
educational  attainment.  Priority  will  be  given  to  those  applications  which 
address  any  of  the  first  five  goal  areas. 

Through  Montana  education,  each  student  should  .  .  . 

1.  develop  skills  in  reading,  writing,  speaking  and  listening. 

2.  develop  habits  and  skills  necessary  to  maintain  physical  fitness 
and  mental  health. 

learn  the  rights  and  responsibilities  of  citizenship, 
develop  and  apply  skills  which  defineand  fulfill  his  or  her  learning 
needs  throughout  life. 

learn  his  or  her  career  opportunities  and  capabilities, 
develop  and  apply  standards  for  judging  his  or  her  behavior, 
acquire  a  positive  attitude  toward  learning  processes, 
learn  to  live  in  harmony  with  others, 
live  in  harmony  with  and  improve  the  environment, 
develop  an  understanding  of  his  or  her  role  and  the  roles  of  others 
as  members  of  a  family. 

be  able  to  recognize,  define  and  seek  solutions  to  problems, 
be  able  to  cope  with  change. 

acquire  knowledge  and  skills  to  purchase  goods  and  services  that 
are  appropriate  to  his  or  her  needs  and  resources, 
acquire  knowledge  and  skills  for  developing  an  appreciation  of 
beauty. 

acquire  attitudes  and  knowledge  needed  for  participation  in  both 
mental  and  physical  recreational  activities.

Although  the  new  legislation  does 
specify  that  funds  are  to  be  made 
available  for  "innovative  practices", 
the  U.S.  Office  of  Education  has 
been  charged  with  the  responsibility 
for  establishing  guidelines  and 
regulations  for  the  consolidated 
programs.   Because  of  uncertainty 


over  the  substance  of  the  new 
guidelines,  the  Montana  Title  III  staff 
is  advising  potential  applicants  to 
plan  programs  of  no  more  than  one 
year  in  length  as  they  are  unsure 
whether  or  not  the  projects  funded 
under  the  current  Title  IJ I  criteria  will 
be  eligible  for  support  under  the  new 
law.

Project  Receives 
"Pacesetter"A  ward 

The  staff  of  the  Fort  Benton 
"Preparation  and  Counseling  forthe 
World  of  Work"  project  have  been 
notified  that  their  program  has  been 
recognized  by  national  authorities 
as  being  worthy  of  widespread 
replication  by  other  schools  in  the 
United  States.  Because  of  their 
success  in  providing  exceptional 
learning  experiences  for  the 
students  in  Fort  Benton,  the  staff 
was  awarded  a  "Pacesetter  in 
Education  Award"  by  the  President's 
National  Advisory  Council  for  ESEA 
Title  III. 

The  program  has  operated  for 
three  years  in  Fort  Benton  under  the 
leadership  of  Ray  Grande,  project 
director,  Pat  Flanagan,  project 
counselor  and  Dave  Parchen, 
classroom  facilitator.  Using  funds 
provided  by  Title  III  and  the  local 
district,  the  project  staff  and  Fort 
Benton  teachers  have  created  a 
comprehensive  program  to  provide 
career  awareness  and  exploration 
opportunities  for  the  students  in 
grades  1-8.  A  series  of  mini-courses 
are  offered  throughout  the  year  and 
are  geared  to  coincide  with  regular 
classroom  instruction. 

Selection  of  the  project  was  the 
result  of  the  nationwide  validation 
effort  conducted  in  May,  1974  in 
order  to  identify  educational  prac- 
tices worthy  of  national  dissemina- 
tion and  adoption.  The  evaluation  of 
the  project  was  conducted  by  a  team 
of  trained  validators  from  Idaho, 
Oregon  and  Washington. 

Information  which  describes  the 
project's  activities  and  results  is 
presently  being  prepared  and  will  be 
available  for  distribution  to  in- 
terested persons  later  this  fall.

Visual  History  of  Montana 
Being  Prepared  in  Missoula 


Chief  Joseph,  Teddy  "Blue"  Ab- 
bott, Bill  Fairweather,  Thomas 
Walsh  and  William  Clark  are  all 
famous  names  in  Montana  history. 
Kendall,  Zortman,  Bennack  and  the 
Little  Big  Horn  are  all  famous  places 
in  Montana  history.  Unfortunately, 
to  many  Montana  students,  that's  all 
they  are — names  and  places. 
However,  if  the  Title  III  project  en- 
titled "Visual  History  of  Montana" 
currently  being  implemented  at  Mis- 
soula County  High  School  is 
successful,  thousands  of  students 
across  the  state  will  be  able  to  see 
hundreds  of  people,  places  and 
events  critical  to  the  understanding 
and  enjoyment  of  Montana  history. 

Initially  conceived  by  Paul 
Lochridge  and  Louis  Carpenter, 
teachers  at  Livingston  Junior  High, 
the  project  is  being  expanded  by 
David  Walter,  director  of  the  project 
in  Missoula.  Walter  is  attempting  to 
portray  the  history  of  the  state  from 
its  earliest  recorded  date  to  the 
present.  Emphasis  is  being  placed 
on  providing  an  objective  look  at  the 
social,  economical,  political  and 
natural  events  which  have  shaped 
the  history  of  the  state. 

A  majority  of  the  information  and 
illustrations  are  being  provided 
through  the  cooperation  of  the  staff 
of  the  Montana  Historical  Library, 
particularly  Harriet  Meloy,  librarian, 


Brian  Cockhill,  archivist  and  Jeff 
Cunniff,  assistant  archivist.  Comple- 
tion of  the  project  is  set  for  January, 
1 976  and  the  entire  collection  will  be 
made  available  to  all  schools  in 
Montana  shortly  after  that  date. 

Walter's  plans  call  forthe  develop- 
ment of  approximately  twenty-four 
slide  units  with  each  unit  containing 
approximately  forty  slides  and 
narration. 

The  units  will  cover  such  topics  as 
The  Fur  Frontiers,  Indians  of  the 
Plains  and  Mountains,  Mining  In- 
dustry, Honyocker  Surge,  Prog- 
ressivism  and  Post  World  War  II 
Economic,  Social  and  Political 
Developments. 

The  project  is  designed  to  serve  as 
a  supplement  to  the  regular  instruc- 
tion of  Montana  history  and  will 
include  glossaries,  bibliographies, 
suggested  student  activities  and 
teacher  resource  suggestions.
